This immense three 
million acre district has ouly re- 
cently come under the ditch, and al- 
ready the C.P.R, Demonstration 
Farm, at Strathmore, has some 20 
acres, planted last year, that is 
coming through the winter in splen- 
did shape.

SEED BED 
With good seed, proper seed bed 
aud soil adapted to the growing of 
altulfa, the farmer ought to be sure 
of a splendid stand. This statement 
may be a little strong, particularly 
in view of the fact that sometimes 
fasmers do experience a difficulty in 
getting the crop started. This may 
he especiully true of those who have 
never grown alfalfa, For this reason 
the farmer must not be disappointed 
if his first crop is not as sucerssful 
as anticipated. For on new farm- 
ing land it not infrequently requires 
one or more ‘‘tries," te’ore success 
crowns the effort 
However, the crop is such a valu- 


seed completely and snugly. Inj 
this way germination is much more 
rapid and sure. We should be as 
careful as possiblé That the seed 
bed is a clean piece of ground, so 
that the young alfalfa plants are not 
smothered out by rapidly growing! 
toul weeds.

| British Fleet to Make Tour of World 
, Washington. —England will be the 
next country to assemble a battleship 
| fleet for a trip around the world. The 
trip will not take place until the au- 
tumn of next year. This will make it 
possible for the 26,000 ton battleship 
of the Princess Royal —type—the 
largest in the world—to be at the 
‘head of the naval procession. The 
boats will stop at various foreign 
ports, and the trip will consume two 
years. 

Two hundred ships of all classes 
{will be included, and about fifteen 
submarines are to accompany the

Medical Health Officer Has No Fear 
the Dread Disease. |

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A VENERABLE STATESMAN, |. 


Hon. Sir John Carling |s Now a Very 
Frail Old Man. 


The lion. Sir John Carling, K.C, ‘WESTERN PEOPLES ARE REMOV.- | 


MG., who is reported to be in very 
weak condition at his home in Lo 
don, has never rallied from the shock 
he received by the death, a couple of 
years ago, of Lady Carling. Pp to 
the time of Lady Carling’s death Sir 
John retained a well preserved and 
robust appearance and showed no di- 
minution which weie so conspicuous 
in him during his long Ministerial ca- 
reer at Ottawa. Lady Carling’s death 
had simply a crushing effect upon the 
enial knight, and he has dwindled 
own to but a shadow of his former 
self in physique and intellect. A few 
days ago before the -Easter recess he 
went down from London to Ottawa to 
take his seat in the Senate and had 
to be helped to his place before the 
Speaker took the chair. He recognized 
his older friends with something like 
the smile of old days; but*he was 
clearly beyond taking any interest in 
the proceedings. It is related that Sir 
John Macdonald once described Sir 
John Carling as being ‘‘the kindest 
man and best fellow” he had ever 
known, in his Cabinet or out of it. 
Sir John Carling was born near 
London, Ont, in January, 1828, his 
arents being natives of Yorkshire, 
England. He sat in the old ' egisla- 
ture of United Canada, from 1857 to 
1867, and in 1862 was appointed Re- 
ceiver-General in the Cartier-Macdon- 
ald Government. As during the time 
the legislation preliminary to Con- 
federation was lunder discussion in 
the old Legislature he was an active 
and influential member of that body. 
Sir John can be said to be one of the 
founders of Confederation. At Con- 
federation he had the honor of being 
elected to the House of Commons, 
and also to the Ontario Legislature. 
He served as Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Public Works in the Sand- 
field Macdonald (Ontario), Govern.

This is what Lady Laurier, wife of 
the Premier of Canada, said to an in- 
terviewer recently in Denver: 

“I haven’t observed anything demo- 
cratic in the ideals of America in the 
many years I have been on this side, 
I don’t say it isn’t mixed enough, 
but Americans display a far greater 
eagerness and awe for royal preroga- 
tives than do Europeans. Titles are 
of far greater value over here than 
where people are used to them. Am- 
ericans give unqualified homage to 
royalty, while in European countries 
their value is not disproportionate to 
their station. 

“What is the ideal in America? 
When you are successful the first thing 
you buy is a title. There is a ver 
great market for them here. The ti- 
tled Europeans need the money—re- 
quire it, in fact—but the Americans 
have no use for titles, They have not 
been very successful in possessing 
them, if we may believe what we hear 
of international marriages. 

“I do not believe in such marriages. 
I think Americans should marry at 
home and Europeans do likewise. To 
the European a title stands for breed- 
ing, culture, station. To an American 
it cannot mean this, since it is 
bought.”

ING ITS ORIENTAL AIR. 


Ai Remarkable Mixture of East and 
West Is Found In Egyptian Metro- 
polis—On the Same Street Are Men 
Riding In Taxis and Others on 
Donkeys—All Sorts and Conditions 
of Men Are Found Living There.

Wet and Dry Moons, 


There is an old superstitution, which 
dies hard, that the position of the 


horns of the new moon tellg what the | 


weather will be; if the horns of the 
crescent are on the same level, it will 
hold water ,aud hence it is dry moon; 
but if it is tipped up, then the water 
will run out, and it is a wet moon. 

One thing has helped keep thia .be- 
lief alive; the moon is “dry” in the 
part of the spring that is usually fair, 
while it is ‘wet’ during the season 
of autumn rains. 

If this were a sure sign of the wea- 
ther we could have our predictions 
years in advance, for an astronomer 
can predict the exact ition of the 
moon at any time in the future. 

The cause for the different positions 
of the crescent is simple: The moon is 
south of the sun in the autumn and 
north of it in spring. The crescent 
is formed by the light of the sun fall- 
ing on the moon, and the horns are 
naturally in a line perpendicular to 
the direction of the sun from the 
moon. That is all there is to it.

tended to be used in paying the troops 
in Canada, Some.of the gold was for 
the Canadian banks, 

The crew of the ‘Colborne’ consisted 
of seventeen men, and besides the 
crew there were thirty-eight passen- 
gers. Among the passengers were @ 
number. of° British officers going out 
to join the forces "in Canada, and 
their wives and children—Capt. Jas, 
Elliott Hudson, his wife, five daugh- 
ters and four sons; Mr. Wm. 
of the Royal Navy, brother-i 
Capt. Hudson; Capt. Bucket and wife, 
and others of like rank.

forty-three victims of the wreck to the 
bottom of the Bay of Chaleur. 

On the night of October 15th, forty- 
five days after sailing from’ London, 
the Colborne was well in the, Bay 
of Chaleur and close to the Gaspe 
coast. 

Her destination was Quebec, and, 
therefore, instead of being in the Bay 
of Chaleur, she should have been 
passing up the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

That she was so far out of her 
course shows that a fatal and inex- 
cusuble error had been made in the 
reckonings. 

As night came on the Captain sight- 
ed a light which he said was on Anti- 
costi Island in the Gulf. 

“T strongly maintained to him,” 
said one of the survivoré in relating 
the tragic story of that awful night, 
“that at that time no such light was 
kept up. 

“The light seen was probably on 
Mount Anne, at Perce. 

“Therein lay our trouble,” 

This survivor was Joseph Jones 
Acteson, who for many years after 
the wreck resided at 1’Anse-aux-Gas- 
cons, a small Gaspe coast,-village not 
far from Port Daniel, and near the 
scene of the loss of the Colborne, 
Thirty-three years after the wreck 
Mr. Acteson was visited by Sir James 
LeMoine, and to that well-known 
litterateur he gave an account of the 
disaster, 

There was some attempt to collect 


terested either as owners or insurers, 
and some of it was sold at auction 
on the spot, articles worth many 
pounds being knocked down for a few 
shillings. 

Scattered along the shore much of 
the wreckage was never accounted for, 
although it was put to good use by 
those who found it, 

The tragic story of the Colborne 
may be closed with the outlines of a 
chapter of romance. The long-boat 
in which Acteson, three other sailors 
and a few of the passengers drifted 
about throughout the night, was 
brought to shore in the early morning 
by a party of natives of Anse-aux- 
Gascons, who gallantly put out to 
their rescue as soon as daylight dawn. 
ed. Among the rescuers was a man 
named Chedor. . 

He had a daughter named Isabella, 
and not long after the wreck she be- 
came the wife of Acteson, the man 
whom her father had rescued.
